OPEN  LETTER  TO  PREMIER  RAE 
The  following  is  an  open  letter  sent  to  Premier  Bob 
Rae  from  the  Deans  of  Ontario’s  five  medical  schools, 
in  response  to  government  proposals  and  the  "social 
oontract"  which  will  greatly  affect  the  education  of 
future  medical  professionals  and  the  research  efforts 
of  the  medical  faculties.

Re:  The  Future  of  Medical  Education  and  Research  in 

Ontario 

Dear  Mr.  Premier: 

We  the  Deans  of  Ontario’s  five  Faculties  of 
Medicine/Health  Science  agree  with  the  necessity  to 
reduce  the  provincial  deficit;  we  are  not  in  a  position 
to  comment  on  the  magnitude  of  the  proposed  reduc¬ 
tion.  We  do  not  wish  to  shrink  from  doing  our  fair 
share  to  meet  that  challenge.  The  deficit  is,  after  all, 
a  product  of  our  generation;  we  have  to  deal  with  it 
and  avoid  passing  its  consequence  to  the  young 
people  who  will  succeed  us. 

We  are  very  concerned  that  current  proposals 
by  the  government,  which  will  effectively  preclude 
entry  into  practice  of  newly  qualified  family  physi¬ 
cians,  pediatricians,  and  psychiatrists,  would  result  in 
the  loss  of  the  future  generation  of  physicians.  It 
would  also  waste  the  investment  we  have,  collective¬ 
ly  and  individually,  in  the  system  for  and  education  of 
fine,  young,  committed,  bright  women  and  men.  This 
is  inimical  to  renewal  of  the  profession  and  its  capaci¬ 
ty  to  serve  the  needs  of  contemporary  society. 

There  are  alternatives,  including  retraining  for 
areas  and  fields  of  special  need,  that  we  believe  will 
meet  better  societal  needs  both  now  and  into  the 

future. 

The  funding  of  medical  education  comes  from 
four  principal  sources  that  constitute  a  patchwork  of 
arrangements  pieced  together  over  the  last  thirty 

years  and  more.  Each  of  these  sources  -  university 
transfers,  clinical  education  budget  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  support  from  teaching  hospitals,  and  the  fee- 
for-service  income  of  clinical  teachers  -  will  be  affect¬ 
ed  by  separate  expenditure  reduction  decisions  and 
discussions  at  different  social  contract  ’tables’.  The 
combined  effect  may  well  be  synergistic  and  result  in 
dismantling  Ontario’s  internationally  recognized 
system  of  education  and  research  in  medicine  and 
other  health  professions.  Our  present  estimates, 
admittedly  based  on  incomplete  information  and  data, 
are  that  the  operating  budgets  of  our  medical  schools 
could  be  reduced  in  1993/94  by  as  much  as  30%. 


We  urgently  request  that  your  government 
establish  a  single  'table'  at  which  we  can  participate, 
together  with  all  others  concerned,  to  share  informa¬ 
tion,  explore  all  the  alternatives,  and  develop  practical 
strategies  to  assist  in  resolution  of  the  deficit  reduc¬ 
tion  problem  and  preserve  the  capacity  of  our  medical 
schools  to  educate  the  future  physicians  of  Ontario, 
within  the  limits  of  the  funds  available  to  us.  One 
such  strategy  is  the  alternative  funding  model  already 
under  discussion  with  two  of  our  medical  schools. 
Others  relate  to  acceleration  of  the  pace  of  current 
achievements  to  control  growth  of  expenditures  in 
health,  limit  new  enrolment,  redesign  the  postgradu¬ 
ate  training  system,  etc. 

Ironically,  this  week  Queen's  University  is 
hosting  the  fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  widely-ac- 
claimed  Educating  Future  Physicians  of  Ontario 
(EFPO)  project,  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  Associated  Medical  Services  (a  private  sector 
sponsor),  and  the  Council  of  Ontario  Faculties  of 
Medicine.  You  addressed  the  second  such  meeting 
shortly  after  your  government’s  election.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  project  is  to  enhance  the  capability  of 
Ontario's  medical  schools  to  educate  physicians 
appropriately  for  public  service  in  the  21st  century. 

Decisive  combined  action  is  needed  now  to 
meet  that  objective.  We  are  prepared  and  ask  only 
for  the  opportunity  and  forum  necessary  to  present 
alternatives  and  take  action  to  safeguard  the  capacity 
of  academic  medicine  in  Ontario  to  contribute  to  the 
future  of  the  province  and  its  people.
